hyperbole’’  or  a “vigorous 
epithet”  against  a public  figure  at 
a public  meeting  is  protected  by 
the  First  Amendment. 

Even  the  word  “blackmail”  may 
be  used  in  an  article  so  long  as  the 
readers  understood  the  criticized 
public  figure  was  not  charged  with 
the  commission  of  a criminal 
offense,  Justice  Potter  Stewart 
said. 

The  libel  decision  reverses  a 
$17,500  judgment  a Washington 
area  developer  had  won  against 
Greenbelt,  Md.,  News  Review. 

The  court  said  there  was  no 
evidence  the  weekly  newspaper 
engaged  in  malice  when  it 
reported  the  developer,  Charles  S. 
Bresler,  had  been  accused  of 
“blackmail”  at  a city  council 
meeting. 

Justice  Byron  R.  White  objected 
to  the  sweep  of  the  decision, 
saying  newspapers  and 
broadcasters  should  not  be 
immunized  from  libel  judgments 
when  they  use  ambiguous 
language  and  fail  to  guard  against 
the  possibility  of  double-meaning 
words  that  may  seriously  damage 
the  person  in  the  eyes  of  the 
average  reader. 

However,  White  went  along 
with  the  majority  in  reversing  the 
libel  judgement  because  he,  like 
the  other  justices,  said  the  trial 
judge  erred  when  he  told  the  jury 
a newspaper  may  be  held  for  libel 
on  a finding  of  “falsehood  and 
general  hostility.”

The  movie  will  be  shown 
in  the  Varisty  Theater  at 
1:10  and  1:35  today  and  at 
12:10  and  12:35  tomorrow. 


President  Wilkinson  made  the 
following  statement  concerning 
the  right  of  students  to  petition 
Friday: 

“1  have  been  asked  why  the 
Administration  of  BYU  has  urged 
that  a campaign  of  political 
petitions  not  be  pursued  on  this 
campus  at  the  present  time. 

“Since  this  matter  has  received 
an  extraordinary  amount  of 
attention  in  the  last  day  or  so,  I 
would  like  to  share  with  you  our 
thinking  concerning  the 
sponsoring  of  such  petitions. 

“We  note,  for  instance,  that  a 
special  committee  appointed  by 
the  American  Council  on 
Education  has  just  completed  a 
seven-month  study  of  the  causes 
of  campus  unrest  and  has  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  ‘efforts  to 
politicize  the  campus  can  bring  on 
a backlash  that  may  restrict  the 
higher  education  community’s 
spirit  of  free  inquiry.’ 

“We  share  this  concern.  Since 
^ /U  is  sponsored  by  The  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  and  is  directly  responsible 
to  it,  we  are  reluctant  to  be  an 
official  part  of  any  political 
expression. 

‘‘Further,  with  final 
examinations  now  upon  us  this  is 
a particularly  inappropriate  time 
for  students  to  dissipate  their 
energies  on  other  matters, 
especially  when  the  subject  matter 
has  to  do  with  our  military 
operations  in  Cambodia  as  to 
which  the  ultimate  facts  are 


known  only  to  the  President  as 
Commander-in-Chief  and  to  a 
lesser  extent  to  members  of  the 
Congress.  If  students  really  want 
to  learn  about  these  issues  they 
can  do  so  more  in  depth  by  a 
careful  study  of  political  science 
courses  than  they  can  ever  learn 
by  demonstrations  or  petitions, 
which  are  often  founded  on 
passions  and  prejudices,  and 
represent  the  aggressiveness  of 
those  leading  the  demonstrations 
or  circulating  the  petitions. 

“In  this  setting  it  is 
inappropriate  that  the  university 
appear  to  be  the  agency  for  such 
activity.  Consequently,  sign-up 
tables  in  campus  buildings  are  not 
to  be  used  for  political  petitions. 

“However,  students,  as  citizens, 
are  completely  free  to  support 
any  political  position  they  choose, 
and  the  right  of  petition  is  not  in 
question.  Individual  students  may 
therefore  circulate  petitions  on 
campus  which  do  not  violate  the 
fundamental  objectives  of  BYU. 
To  insure  this,  all  petitions  are  to 
be  submitted  to  the  Dean  of 
Students’  office  for  approval 
before  they  are  circulated. 

“We  trust  BYU  students  will  be 
responsive  to  the  highest  ideals  of 
Christian  behavior  at  a time  when 
emotional  militancy  has  replaced 
reason  at  too  many  universities  in 
our  nation  and  that  they  will 
preserve  the  reputation  and 
integrity  of  this  University  as  a 
seat  of  learning  where  law  and 
order  are  preserved. 


Campuses  Quieter  Now

The  nation’s  campuses  were 
quiet  over  the  weekend  and 
security  measures  were  eased  at  a 
number  of  schools  that  had  been 
hit  with  violence.  About  a dozen 
schools  remained  closed. 

National  Guard  units  and  state 
police  continued  patrols  at  the 
University  of  Maryland,  where  65 
persons  were  arrested  last  week  in 
disorders  that  caused  $36,000 
damage.  All  was  reported  calm. 

In  Ohio,  the  board  of  directors 
at  the  University  of  Cincinnati, 
which  was  to  reopen  today,  voted 
early  today  to  remain  closed  “in 
the  interest  of  safety  and 
property.”  It  will  reopen  for 
summer  session  in  mid-June. 

The  decision  came  after  the  UC 
Senate  overwhelmingly  agreed 
Sunday  night  to  a request  by  the 
black  faculty  and  student  groups 
to  have  the  school  remain  closed 
for  the  two  weeks  left  in  the 
current  term  as  a memorial  to  two 
students  slain  Friday  at  Jackson 
State  College  in  Jackson,  Miss. 

The  shutdown  will  affect 


16,500  students  on  the  day 
campus.  The  evening  college  and 
off-campus  branches,  however, 
will  reopen  next  Monday. 

In  Jackson,  about  3,000  persons 
attended  memorial  services

Sunday  for  the  two  young 
Negroes  who  died  in  a fusillade  of 
police  gunfire.  The  mourners  then 
marched  without  incident  to  the 
Jackson  State  Campus. 

Charles  Evers,  Negro  mayor  of 
Fayette,  Miss.,  and  brother  of 
slain  civil  rights  worker  Medgar 
Evers,  marched  at  the  head  of  the 
demonstrators.  At  an  earlier 
service  Evers  criticized  police  as 
“hate  mongers  . . . who  freely 
shot  down  innocent  blacks.” 

U.S.  Atty.  Gen.  John  N. 
Mitchell  was  due  in  Jackson  today 
to  confer  with  Mayor  Russell 
Davis.  Several  investigations  into 
the  shooting  are  under  way. 

The  Black  Student  Union  at  the 
University  of  Utah  planned  a 
memorial  service  Tuesday  at 
12:30  a.m.— the  hour  at  which  the 
Jackson  students  died. 

Meeting  Sunday,  the  BSU  asked 
the  student  government  and 
administration  to  assess  students 
and  faculty  a $1  minimum 
donation  for  a scholarship  fund  in 
the  names  of  the  slain  students.  It 
also  asked  that  the  flag  be  flown 
at  half  staff  today  and  Tuesday.

Editor: 

I am  in  complete  agreement  with  Mr. 
Severe,  who,  in  the  May  4 edition  of 
The  Daily  Universe,  denounced  student 
violence  as  well  as  the  American 
military  effort  in  Southeast  Asia. 
Violence  is  not  a part  of  our 
democratic  process.  It  seems,  though, 
that  not  too  many  people  here  at  BYU 
are  aware  of  the  atrocities  America 
commits  daily  in  Southeast  Asia.  If 
people  were  more  aware  of  these 
things,  they  would  be  at  least  as 
outraged  at  the  American  military 
burning  Vietnamese,  and  now 
Cambodian  people,  as  they  are  about 
students  who  resort  to  violence  on  our 
college  campuses. 

It  is  too  bad  that  the  "irresponsible 
news  media"  we  hear  so  much  about  is 
not  able  to  report  the  cruel  and 
inhumane  acts  we  commit  in  Southeast 
Asia  as  easily  as  it  is  able  to  report 
student  disorders.  People  here  in 
Happy  Valley  are  so  far  removed  from 
the  nightmare  of  Vietnam  that  it's  hard 
for  them  to  be  anything  but 
"emotionally  mature,"  as  Pres. 
Wilkinson  has  remarked.  (Were  all  of 
America  as  "emotionally  mature"  as 
we  at  BYU  are,  many  more  people 
would  have  been  killed  in  Southeast 
Asia  than  have  already  died  and  the 
military  machine  would  have  rolled  on, 
unchecked.)  Obviously,  we  are  not  as 
frustrated  as  other  students,  faculties 
and  administrations  when  the  U.S.  war 
effort  increases  in  order  to  find  a 
"just"  peace.  Perhaps  we  don't  find 
anything  too  wrong  with  America 
killing  villages  full  of  Vietnamese 
people  (in  order  to  root  out  those  who 
would  have  Vietnam  free  of  imperial 
rule)  to  give  the  people  of  that  nation 
"free  choice." 

I am  one  of  those  "hopelessly 
idealistic"  people  who  still  feels  that  an 
immediate  withdrawal  from  Southeast 
Asia  is  both  feasible  and  possible,  even 
though  Hanoi  refuses  to  cooperate  at 
the  peace  table.  Young  people  and  the 
nations  of  the  world  would  applaud 
such  action  and  America  could  finally 
turn  its  head  to  the  serious  problem  of 
revamping  its  urban  areas.  Of  course,  if 
it  is  more  "responsible"  to  remain  in 
Vietnam  with  the  hope  of  saving  some 
face,  perhaps  it  would  be  better  to  stay 
in  Southeast  Asia  with  the  thought  of 
peace  superficially  imposed  in  our 
minds.

Having  the  draft  before  me,  the  possibility  of  leaving  my  wife  and  son 
in  the  next  few  months  and  our  purposes  for  being  in  Vietnam,  and 
now  Cambodia,  has  made  me  totally  against  our  involvement  in 
Southeast  Asia.  I have  been  told  by  reliable  sources  that  the  majority  of 
South  Vietnam  is  Communist.  This  means  that  even  if  we  win  in 
Vietnam  we  would  still  turn  that  country  over  to  Communism.  This 
would  come  about  because  Americans  usually  practice  control  for  a 
time  and  then  government  by  the  people.  The  present  elections  in 
South  Vietnam  aren’t  good  indicators  of  the  future  because  they  are 
American  controlled.  Just  look  to  the  past  to  see  what  America  has 
done  with  countries  they  have  conquered  or  saved.  They  give  them  to 
the  enemy. 

I don’t  think  we  can  ever  win  in  Vietnam  or  wherever  it  spreads 
because  of  our  policy  of  announcing  to  the  world  our  moves  before 
they  happen.  If  you  do  then  I challenge  you  to  volunteer  to  fight  there. 
This  includes  girls  and  women  since  they  want  equal  rights  in 
everything.  I have  no  listening  power  for  the  person  who  says  he 
supports  the  President’s  decision,  but  continues  to  sit  on  his  duff  in 
America. 

If  America  is  going  to  be  destroyed  by  Communism  it  will  come  from 
within  and  not  from  our  personal  pride  war  in  Asia.  American  pride  is 
the  only  purpose  left  for  fighting  in  Asia  (or  maybe  to  diminish  the 
population).  I feel  our  personal  pride  is  lessening  with  each  additional 
day  we  spend  there. 

As  a Mormon  I have  been  taught  to  obey  so  when  my  draft  call 
comes  I will  obey  even  if  it  takes  me  to  Vietnam  or  Cambodia  or  Laos 
or  China  or  Russia,  so  I may  leave  the  silent  majority  sitting  on  their 
duff  supporting  the  President.
